A Priceless Relic of Lincoln. 

Soiled and faded, torn and frayed, a 
letter written by Abraham Lincoln a 
lew months before hla aasaaainallon, 
hat been found in some mbblsh and 
papers on Broadway near the post- 
office. It reads os follows: 

"Executive Masalon, Washington, 
Nov S3, 1864 —To Mrs. BIxby, Bos- 
ton, Maas.! I have been shown la the 
lie ol the War Department a atatc- 
,ment of the Adjntaot General ot Mas- 
aoehnaetts that yon art the mother ol 
five ions who died glorlooaly on the 
field of battle. 

"I feel how weak and trnitleaa muat 
be any word of mine which ibonid at- 
tempt to begnic yon from the grief ot 
a lost overwhelming. Bnt I cannot 
refrain tiom tendering yon the conao- 
lation that may be ionnd In the 
thanks ol the republic they died to 
save. I pray that onr Htavenly 
Father may asansge the angnisb of 
yonr bereavement and leave only the 
cherished memory of love and lost 
and the solemn pride that must be 
yonrs to have laid so costly s sscrifics 
npon the alter of freedom." 



It may be ot some consolation to 
the rejected lover to remember that 
many of tbs gresteat men In history 
have suffered equal pangs and surviv- 
ed the same ordeal to find marriage 
taappinesa elsewhere. 

Even Byron, that moat beantilnl 
and fitted of men, had more than hla 
share of rcfuaala, and one of them at 
least accomplished by words which 
left a sting to bis last day. He was 
only a Harrow achcolboy ol sixteen 
when he fell madly In love with Miaa 
Chasrorth ol Annealey, a yonng heir- 
esa of rome beauty who was two yean 
older than himself. 

Bnt Mias Cbswortb treated all the 
boy's ahy advances with laughter and 
contempt, and, altbongh be was "anf 
taring the tortures of the lost" for her 
sake, refused to take him seriously. 
Bnt the crowning blow came when, 
in an adjoining room, be overhead 
Miaa Chaworth aay to her maid: "Do 
yon think I conld care anything for 
that lame boy?” "Thia crnel speech,” 
be afterwards said, "was like a shot 
through my heart. Altbongh it was 
late and pitch dark, 1 darted ont ol 
the house and never stopped rnn- 
ning until I reached Newatead.” 

Shelley, too, slmsat as handoome 
and as gifted as Byron, knew, from 
more than one experience.tbe "pangs 
of rejection," Alter he had been ex- 
pelled Irom Oxford and gone to Lon- 
don with hla fellow cnlprlt, Hogg, to 
live, he tell violently in love with his 
landlady's dangbter, who bore the 
nnromattc name of Bliaca Jenkins; bnt 
Elisa, even though he threatened to 
commit aniclde In hla dispnlr, rcinaed 
to have anything to do with him; and 
when, a few months Ister, having 
thongh better of his snicidtl Urnat, 
he sought to console himself by pay- 
ing court to Miss Harrietts Grove, a 
pretty consin; she was so alarmed at 
bis heterodoxies that she sent him 
very decidedly sbont his bnslness. 

When Sheridan, lollowing the ex- 
ample of many other amorons yonng 
men, fell over head and ears In love 
with Mias Llnley.tbe beentifnl singer, 
"she only isnghed at hla ardor, and 
made laces at him behind hla bock;" 
and yet be nsed that snbtlle and elo- 
quent tongue ol his with sneh purpose 
that be sctnally ran sway with her to 
s French nnonery, and married her 
after fighting several dnels with bis 
rivals snd her perseentora. 

When Bnrke, the great politician 
and orator, wss a stndent at Trinity 
College, Dublin, he la said to have 
bad more than one love disappoint- 
ment. Hla first Infatuation was for 
the daughter of a small pnblican, 
"whose dark eyes fired the blood of 
the yonng Irishman;" bnt after co- 
quetting with him tor a short time, 
she Jilted him la tbs most heartless 
fashion. Hla snccess, too, with hla 
eonntrywomta, Margaret Worffing- 
ton, was no greater, altbongh he re- 
mained her loyal lover to the last. 

When Abraham Lincoln, as a youth 
of eighteen, was living la a rnde log 
cabin la Spencer county, Ind., and 
picking np the rndlmenta ol ednea- 
tlon la the Intctvala of rail-apllttlng 
and plowing, he icil In love with the 
daughter of a poor Iriah settler in a 
neighboring log cabin, and after many 
clumsy fallnres to declare hla love to 
her In person, penned one of hla first 
letters, asking her to become his 
wile. 

He never received an answer to this 
"cinmay effoslon,” as be afterwards 
called it; bat when he next met 
Bridget, "she tossed her head and 
looked another way." She was much 
too good, she was said to have declar- 
ed, to marry a gawky larm laborer. 
Then it was that Lincoln left the pa- 
rental cabin, and voyaged, aa a hired 
band on a flatboad, Into a greater 
world which before long waa to ring 
with the name of that gawky farm 
boy. When thirteen years or ao later, 
Abraham Lincoln became Prealdent ol 
the United Statca, Bridget woa still 
living, "the slatternly wife oi a larm 
laborer In a log cabin," and still pre- 
served the ill penned letter which 
might, if she bad been wise, made 
her the "first lady of the land." 

It is well known that Jean Blbtiste 
Bernadotte, when he was a private of 
marines, was Indignantly related by 
a girl of very humble rank who 
thought herself much too good lo

During the Civil War a number of 
aoldlera met death by accident, and 
from fflistakea made by men ol their 
own companies. Many Instancea oc- 
curred la the Orphan Brigade, one ol 
which befell n Nelson connty maq, 
Mr. Henry 8. Harned, who came near 
being shot by his friend, Wm. 8. B. 
Hill, of Boston. The atory of the oc- 
currence Is as follows: 

When the Confederates were at 
Kenesaw on June ao, 1864, an order 
wgs sent at midnight to withdraw the 
detail from the skirmish pits, retaken 
by them under Msj. Rogers. The men 
ol the Sixth Kentucky did not receive 
It, and were left, until their abrance 
waa reported at headquarters, and 
Capt. Buchanan aent speedily to them. 
Among them were Lieut. Frank Har- 
ned, Wm. S. B. Hill, Milton B. StotU 
and H. S. Harned

Harned got | 
warning first and started to creep 
along the line to notify the other. As 
the enemy was known to be near and 
even n slight noise, or the appearance 
of a moving object waa likely to bring 
a shot, he was keeping cloic to the 
ground and moving cantlonsty along I 
the front ol the line, when Hill, who 
bad heard nothing, perceived what be 
took to be a Federal picket, at the 
distance of about twenty yards creep- 
ing upon him. Bringing bln riflle to 
bear, he cocked it. Hamad tor- 
Innately was near enough to hear the 
click, and realising hla danger, spoke 
bis name. Recognising the voice ol 
a comrade to whom be was more than 
ordinarily attacked and reallalog that 
bnt for the timely warning be would 
have shot him to death, Hill waa 
seised with inch a tremor that he 
dropped hla gnn and was for a mo- 
ment dizsy and sick. Having thus 
escaped death for the ane and and dis- 
traction for the other, they madC their 
way back to the mala lines. 

While many sad tbinga ocenrred to 
dampen the aoldler'a ardor, many 
amnaing ones ocenrred to enliven 
them, and when opportnnlty offerred 
the membera of the Brigade were not 
slow to grasp it. Sergt. Jasper An- 
derson, who waa a native ol Nelson, 
and who was a member #t Company 
B., 9th Ky., and known to almost ev- 
ery one oa "Jap,” had the dlatinctloa 
among others of being the only"web- 
foot" who ever beat a Morgan man 
when property rights were considered. 
He waa accused by some of those 
rough riders of having stolen one of 
their mnlea, and they said that a man 
who conld steal a mule from them, 
made a record. 

Alter Morgan and Hunt had com- 
pelled the Federal ontpoat at Harta- 
vllle to snrrender, and the Confeder- 
ates were hastily gathering np arms 
and other property with which the en- 
campment abounded, preparatory lo 
successful and hasty retreat which 
followed. Jap found a red mnle with a 
blind bridle on, roaming around and 
took possession ol him. He seemed 
to have a quick eye for the supply 
and medical departments aa being 
moat promising and toon had this 
mule loadtd with a dezen large U. S. 
blankets, and about thirty pounds of 
coffee and a dozen canteens of apple 
brandy. 

Having mounted and set out for the 
ferrv, be waa halted by a cavalryman 
who demanded the mnle, under order 
ol General Morgan, that all Infantry- 
men should be promptly dismounted. 
Anderson replied that the mnle be- 
longed to headqnartera, and that they 
would have to go to Capt. Morehesd. 
then In command of the Ninth Regl- 
menl, to sec what he bad tossy 
sbont it. 

When Moorebead waa fonnd be said 
that Gen. Morgan bad ordered all an- 
imals to be given up and that he 
would have to comply. 

"But," said Jap, "I can't do that, 
Captain. I have a valnable cargo 
here, and I can't carry It myaelf.” 

"What have yon?” 

"Well, these blankets, aa yon see, 
•nd a big lot ol coffee and aomethlng 
in the canteens. Try a canteen.”

"Jap, yon keep that mule and stay 
along with headquarters. Shoot the 
first cavalryman that tries to take 
him away from yon.”

Depopolfition of France. 

France presents the spectacle ol a 
conntry that la slowly, but anrely, be- 
coming depopulated, notwithstanding 
her wealth in the things necessary to 
prolong Hie. This fact has long been 
observed, bnt baa not attracted the at- 
tention It deserves. Gradnally, how- 
ever, the malign conditions that fore- 
tell the lata ol the conntry have be- 
comt more ap paraot to the eaanal ob- 
server, and they have now reached a 
point where they can not be ignored 
by any friend . or well-wisher ol the 
French rcpnblle and people. The 
life-blood of the nation la being wiped 
ont, and Frenchmen will eventnally 
bo only an historic memory, nnless 
some eflTectlve steps are taken to check 
their dedmlnatlon. 

The Increase In poponlatlon in 
France jnat now Is practically imper- 
ceptible. During the past five years 
it has amonnted to only 444,613. or 
t.p per cent; this givea a yearly aver- 
age of only Ihrec-tentha of 1 pet cent 
Seventy-flva yearn ago tha excess ol 
birthi ovar deaths In' that conntry woa 
61 in evary 10,000 of popnlatlon. 
Ffity years ago this excess had (alien 
to 41; thirty five years ago it waa only 
23; twenty years ago It had dropped 
to 17; ten years agb It waa 6, and now 
it boa (alien to 3. At this rate zero 
will be reached In n few years, and 
then the dcpopnlntlon of Prance will 
have actnnlly begun.

"Our object is to operate and devel- 
op tfaeae lands, and we would like to 
have the assiataoce ol the Commer- 
cial club in doing so. What we want 
ia foreign capital lo be invested with 
ours, so as to go to work in these rich 
fields. We have bad onr asphalt as- 
sayed by competent men, and pro- 
oouDcad by thta to be itst ciaM rock 
MpbslL Prof. Bark, el your city, 
baa so pronounced it. Our letses are 
very liberal, and we would desire an 
opportunity of showing our territory 
before asklug any one to put up a 
dollar for developing purposea.

We tecognir: there Is work to 
be done for the schools and public ini 
provement, especially public roads.
